More than three hundred years ago, in the early fall of 1621, the 
first Thanksgiving Day was observed. 


Governor Bradford, the governor of Massachusetts, issued oe 
proclamation setting aside a day “For thanksgiving unto God for the 
plenteous harvest.” On the appointed day, after attending church and 
listening to a three-hour sermon, the colonists and friendly Indians 
came together for the Thanksgiving Dinner. 


What a wonderful time they had, with wild turkey, pumpkin pie 
and scores of other tempting foods. But with all their feasting and 
their merrymakings they did not forget to thank God for His blessings. 


Today, more than three hundred years later, Christians can enter 
into the spirit of that first Thanksgiving Day.

He supplies every 
need, and He makes “all things (whether of joy or sorrow) work together 
for good to them that love God.”

Kennedy Strikes 


An Optimistic Note § aw 


LOS ANGELES — President Kennedy has 
demonstrated once more in his trip through the 
West that he is a political leader of considerable 


skill. In his personal meetings with politicians, as in his contacts with 
world leaders, he has a rare combination of dignity and informality. 


For the first time since Cuba, 
he seems to feel that the breaks 
are beginning to go his way. 
There is a breathing spell in the 
German crisis. The Communists 
are obviously having their own 
serious internal troubles. The Re- 
publicans are divided over the 
Sharp attacks of their extreme 
conservatives, and are now ob- 
viously weakened by Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller’s impending divorce. 

This personal tragedy in the 
Rockefeller family was the central 
topic of conversation among the 
Democrats here last weekend. As 
they saw it, this weakens the 
New York governor’s chances for 
the presidential nomination in 
1964, and leaves the GOP with a 
choice between Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, who is identified with the 
radical right of his party, and 
Richard M. Nixon, who must take 
himself out of the 1964 race in 
order to strengthen his bid for the 
governorship of California, and 
isn’t sure of getting that office 
even. then. 

One result of this analysis is 
that it has visibly pepped up 
Democrats in general and the 
President -in particular. For the 
last few months Mr. Kennedy has 


been’ talking gloomily about war 
and generations of sacrifice and 
travail. 


During this same period he has 
been talking a great deal about 
the menace of the reactionaries. 
But he struck an optimistic note 
on his trip West last week. The 
more he traveled across the con- 
tinent, the more he talked in the 
traditional optimistic idiom of the 
American. Things may be tough 
—they always have been—but we 
can do it. 


Meanwhile, he raised three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars for the 
Democratic Party, half the Na- 
tional Committee’s deficit, and 
had time to exercise on the side 
his gifts of personal influence and 
manipulation on a variety of key 
congressmen and senators whose 
votes he will badly need in the 
next session of Congress. 


Accordingly, his trip will have 
to be accounted a success. He 
used it to monopolize the liberal 
and moderate ground of Ameri- 
can life. He countered the ex- 
tremists of the right and drama- 
tized their association with the 
Republican opposition.

An interim fireworks study committee from the Georgia General Assembly 
has come out with the word that our laws against fireworks aren't working and 
is going to recommend once more that corrective action be taken when the 


Mac Pickard of Columbus, who headed the committee, said it 
would recommend restricting the sale of fireworks more closely and he expressed the hope that a 
law can be worked out which will be both enforceable and acceptable to the public.

Education Department profes- 
sors object vigorously to asser- 
tions like those. They maintain 
they are unfair and false. But 
when they call them false, they 
are accusing just about every 
teacher in Georgia of telling 
falsehoods. 


One state has done something 
about it. California has a new 
law which forbids the schools 
to require teachers to take a 
single ‘‘education course’ to 
qualify for teacher certificates. 


By contrast, Georgia teachers 
must have a minimum of 
hours ‘roughly six full courses) 
of education theory, as well as a 
quarter of practice teaching. 


Educators—those who believe in 
education courses—say this is less 
than 20 per cent of the actual 
student load in college. They 
argue that teachers don’t know 
how to teach without it. 


But they are worried. If some- 
body in the Georgia Legislature 
were to follow the California lead, 
they would be in trouble. 


As it is, their departments 
have a built-in growth factor. 
With every teacher having to take 
30 hours of education courses, 
and the demand for teachers in- 
creasing, they can’t help grow- 
ing. 


How they would fare on com- 
petitive basis within the college 
without this regulation is another 
question. Courses have to be in- 
teresting to attract bright young 
students in free competition. 


Perhaps it would be inappro- 
priate here to -suggest that 
teachers should know more about 
Mark Twain’s literature than, John 
Dewey's education theoriés. 

It certainly would be inappro- 
priate to argue that Elinstein’s 
Theories are more important than 
Miss Thistlebottom’s ‘“‘Study of 
the Learner.” 


So we won't.

Odds and Ends, Bits, Bangles 
Make Thanksgiving Wreath 


VALDOSTA — Almost every- 
body makes one for Christmas 
but not many people make a 
Thanksgiving wreath. 


We had talked about doing it 
for five years and each time 
Thanksgiving came we wished 
that we had worked on it. We 
had even collected some of the 
materials for it, but it took a 
special push to get us started. 


Marion Stump and I were 
asked to give a program on 
Christmas decorations to two 
of the garden clubs last year. 
Now good program chairmen 
ask their speakers months and 
months ahead of time, and 
when you are asked in May to 
give a program in November it 
is hard to think of an excuse. 
Besides, we decided that this 
would give us an impetus for 
making our pine cone and nut 
wreath. 


All that summer we saved 
peach seeds. Our picnic table 
was covered for weeks with 
peach pits drying in the sun. 
We gathered miniature pine 
cones, poppy seed pods, giant 
acorns with their cups, large 
pine cones, and Chinese chest- 
nuts from’ our yards. From the 
grocery store we collected Eng- 
lish walnuts, Brazil nuts, al- 
monds, polished pecans, and 
hickory nuts,

There are many methods for 
making a wreath but one of 
the easiest is to start with a 
frame from the florist.

We cut ours 
with a borrowed electric saw 
and wired each cone separate- 
ly, leaving an end of wire to 
be attached to the frame. 


Starting with the outer rim 
we pulled the wire or the cone 
over to the inside rim and tied 
it securely. The inside rim was 
wired in similar fashion with 
the wire of each cone pulled 
tightly to the outside rim and 
fastened. This method produces 
symmetry which is the essence 
of a wreath. We left bare the 
section of the wreath between 
the two rows of cones. It could

‘We hope to hit them in their 
40s," Miss Magnussen said, 
“early enough to make changes 
in their thinking before retire- 
ment descends.”’ 


‘People need to take a look 
at themselves now to see what 
kind of future they'll have,’ 
she reminded. 


Geriatrics experts believe in 
priming people for the changing 
roles upcoming in their lives, 
to get the most out of their 
added years, the visitor said. 


“They change from busy par- 
ents to grandparents with less 
responsibility,” she says, ‘‘from 
harassed working people to 
homebodies with time on their 
hands.

The declarer, however, be- 
came the victim of an optical il- 
lusion and managed to find a way 
to lose the slam. 


South opened with one heart 
and North offered a jump raise 
to three hearts. South was now 
determined to settle for no less 
than a small slam and he showed 
the ace of clubs. When his partner 
revealed the diamond control, his 
enthusiasm for a grand slam 
waned, for it now appeared im- 
probable that the black suit hold- 
ings were solid. So South bid. six 
hearts without further ado. 


West opened the queen-of dia- 
monds which was taken in the 
dummy as declarer discarded a 
spade. He now drew trumps, 
played the A-K of spades and 
ruffed a spade. When East showed 
out on the third round declarer 
was unable to establish the fourth 
card of that suit. As yet there 
was no‘cause for alarm as the 
contract was assured if the clubs 
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were 32. But when East showed 
up with four clubs declarer was 
compelled to lose two tricks and 
go down one on an apparently 
hard luck deal. 


South's pleas, however, were 
not entitled to a sympathetic au- 
dience for a simple calculation 
will show that declarer can claim 
six heart tricks, three spades, one 
diamond, and two clubs. At worst 
he need only give up a spade trick 


On the ace of hearts, it was all 
right for declarer to discard a 
spade. However, after trumps are 
drawn, he should lead a low spade 
from dummy and play the ten 
from his hand.

Roy (Mooney) Winston, LSU’s spiritual and physical football 
leader, Tuesday ran off with three categories in The Constitution’s 
annual Southeastern Conference Superlative team. 


Called an all-America in every sense of the word by Coach Paul 
Dietzel, Winston was named the SEC’s most outstanding lineman, 
best offensive guard and he gained a tie with Georgia Tech's 
Dave Watson as the best middle guard.
